Conductors on the 
trolley cars will be supplied with the 
ballots which will be handed eacb 
i-ider on the cars during the three 
day?. 


According to figures prepared by 


the trolley company, the trolley cars 
aierage a daily Ions in time of 127 
minutes by using the subway while 
in using the Broadway crossing but 
43 minutes a day was lost. 


The reason for having the trolley 


patrons express a preference is to ob- 
Itaic the sentiment of the patrons so 
that the question can be submitted 
to the Public Service Commission and 
obtain its approval to the

New Idea in Control of 


Apple Blotch Developed 


A new Idea In the control ot apple 


blotch has been developed at the Pur- 
due experiment station. 


It Is well known by all trait growers 


tbat the blotch diaea.se will produce 
cankers very abundantly on the limbs. 
Furthermore, these cankers are. ordi- 
narily, perennial in nature, serving 
each year as a source of Infection on 
the apple tree. The usual recommenda- 
tion for the control of blotch Is to 
cpray, two, four and six weeks after 
the petals fall. It Is very evidently 
more difficult to control this disease 
satisfactorily when thesa sources of 
Infection are scattered throughout the 
tree. 


How shall we get rid of the cankers T 


A fortunate peculiarity makes It pos- 
sible to destroy a canker quickly with- 
out doing the slightest damage to the 
tree.' The cankerous tissue Is only, 
skin deep, and with K sharp knife ona 
can readily shave off the brown, dis- 
eased bark without penetrating into 
tbe cambium. Such a wound needs no 
subsequent treatment, but the shav- 
ings ought not be left In the orchard, 
clnce they contain the fungus and may 
start trouble. This process would prob- 
ably not be practical for large trees, 
but on the younger and smaller trees 
it has proved to be a great benefit to 
the Indiana fruit grower*, it Is ot 
particular value in a young orchard. 


Canker-shaving Is best done early la 


the spring, during the dormant sea- 
son, sine* the canker* are most easily 
seen on the leafless limbs- Tbe re- 
moval of this diseased tjs*ue removes 
tbe soufces of th* infection which 
would start trouble later on.
